That question takes us back to the 
building vhOM name I have given at 
tbe h«a4 of tbe ch»pter, the Iloyal 
obscrva'tory. 

To reach It wo must go to the very 
ont.vkirts of the city, right out 'lo the. 
.-ijuth. to where the hills begiu. l'cr 
lldiuburgh is bounded by hills ou ih:.- 
side, and If she intends to grow ni.icu 
larger, 'the houses will have to bcglu 
to climb up the ^ldea of them. 

Kirst there is the hill that wr are 
seeking. Blackford Ilill, which is vory 
steep and is doited all over in a cur- 1 
iouR way with clusters Of dark-grccc t 
whin bushes. | 

Behind Blackford Hill come the| 
nrald hills, and fuftber away , the 
Pentlands. but it is the wlUn-covercd 
hill we wan to cUmb. On its summit 
1.^ a large square building, with two 
round copper-roofed turrets, that 
look rather like the turrets of two 
lishihouses. 

This is ihc obbrn'atx)ry and beside 
it there are three comfortable dwell- 
ing houses. One of them belongs to 
the astronomer royal, and the others 
to his atfi.tanis, for the study of as- 
tronomy, lis you Know, deal.i chiefly 
with '.he suu and the moon and tbe 
stars, so these gentlomos have lo do 
a great deal of their work at night 
and must live near the observatory. 

It is part of tbedr duty to find on. 
the exact time, and to do this they 
apply to our friend tbe Pole sur; for 
the stars do their work much bcitcr 
thxn wr do. and arc never 'loo early 
and never too late, and arc alway.s in 
a certain place at the exact minute 
they ouRht to be there, so tJiav we ran 
watch them and tell exactly what 
time it Is by tiic place they arc in, in 
the sky. 

So these men, up on the top of 
Blackford Hill, keep their eyes on the 
Pole sur, and they have such a pow- 
erful telescope that they can see him 
even in, the day-time if they «-ant to; 
and 'ihey have a great round-faced 
clock . , . which they keep going 
exactly by this time. 

Every day, «li«n 1 o'clock comes 
round, a little thrill ... is sent 
pff along a wire to the castle and an- 
other to Uic Calton Hill, and then the 
gun 'ihunder.s out and the ball drop.-; 
down and all Ihc people know what 
the rijrht time is.— From "The Child- 
ren s Book of Edinburgh," by Eliza- 
beth Gricrson.
